Making Up Noah’s Passenger List 
on the Ark 


T IS probable the human population of this earth, 
only a spinning atom in sidereal darkness, 
rises to upward of two billions, and is certainly 
not less than 1,650,000,000. But how many crea- 
tures of all kinds has prolific nature spawned upon 
this relatively minute speck in cosmos? If Noah took 
a pair of every living species aboard his ark, how vast 
an army did he have with him on his freat flotation, 
and how large must have been that mighty bark? 
Sir E. Ray Lankester gives sonie illuminating and 
surprising figures in his “Secrets of Earth and Sea.” 
He says that it is, to be sure, impossible to estimate 
the number of individuals in existence Hut naturalists 
have identified and classified a huge number of kinds, 
breeds, or, more correctly, species of animals and 


ifsell 


plants. Not all, it is certain. There are 10,000 ape- 
cies of mammals, about 14,000 of birds. 7Th0U of rep- 
tiles, 15,000 species of fishes, 500,000 sorts of six- 


legged insects, 14,000 of crustacea such as the shrimps, 
lobsters and crabs; 62,000 of molluses, such as snails, 
mussels, oysters and the like; 5000 corals and polyps, 
3000 sponges, 6000 microscopic protozoa, and many 
others. 

In all, about 800,000 species of animals have been 
found. The scientist says probably as many more 
remain to be recognized and described. A single spe- 
cies may contain far more individuals than there 
are men on earth. 


“The total number of described species. of plants,” 


adds Sir Ray, “has never been estimated, but some idea 
may be formed from the fact that 1860 species of 
flowering plants alone have been found in Britain, 
17,000 in British India, 22,000 in Brazil, not to mention 
those of Australia and Africa! These figures do not 
include the vast number of flowerless plants.” 

Sir Ray might have advanced even more startling 
figures if he had included insects in his list. One of 
the early American jokes about the Ark was credited 
to Andrew Jackson, who, after grievous annoyance 
during one of his 'ndian campaigns, remarked that he 
surely wished Noah had accidentally stepped on that 
pair of chiggers he took with him into the Ark. 

The remark about a single species containing num- 
berless individuals might be applied to varieties in 
the case of insects. 
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Veteran lover of the woods and wild life 
is still in good health and here tells of 
the pioneer days, when his mother 
made his homespun clothing and his 
father strongly distrusted his tenden- 
cies toward literature -0- ‘a

NE HUNDRED vears ago 
—oOon May 5, 1821—Napole- 
on Bonaparte, once supreme 
dictator of the greater part 
of Europe, died an exile on 
the lonely island of st 
Helena, in the South At- 
lantic, where he had been a prisoner 
for nearly six vears. 

Today his body rests in one of the most 
Magnificent tombs in the in the Hotel des In- 
Valides, Paris, and throughout the civilized world. on 
the centennial! of his death, a tribute is being paid to 
the man who, whatever his faults, was the most promi- 
inent figure of his time in history 

Napoleon died of cancer of the stomach, an affliction 
that had killed his father and from which he himaelf 
had long suffered. It v not until a week before bis 
@eath that it was recognized his maiady was mortal, 
however, and during that period he was constantly de- 
lirious. 

On the morning of Miav 5 he seemed to revive slizht- 
ly from a sitpor and his lest words were: “France— 
LiArmee'” He then sank int6é a coma until 6 o'clock in 
the evening. when he quietiv breathed his last At the 
time @ great storm was raging outside, which shook the 
frail buildings that constituted his abode, Lonewood, 
and that uprooted trees he had planted during his im- 
pPrisonment. Marchand. one of his aides, -overed Na- 
poleon'’s body with the cloak the former Emperor had 
Yorn at th: battle of Marengo and notification was sent 
to Sir Hudson Lowe, Governor of the island, that Na- 
Poleon was dead
